MarGARET HAMILTON STorREY (1900-1960) 


As this number of the Great Basin Naturalist goes to press, we 
are saddened to learn of the death of Margaret cnet Margaret 
was born in San Francisco on July 31, 1900. She was the eldest 
daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Thomas Storey, who for many years was 
the director of the Department of Health and Athletics at Stanford 
University. Margaret Storey received her academic training at Cor- 
nell University—A.B. degree in 1922—and Stanford University— 
M.A. degree in 1936. From 1935 until her death she was associated 
with the Natural History Museum of Stanford University. 

As an Associate Curator of Zoological Collections, she rendered 
invaluable service to the museum. The Director of the Museum, Dr. 
George S. Myers', paid her the following tribute: “She not only 
acted as curator, but also as librarian, editor, counsellor, and helpful 
assistant to everybody—faculty, graduate students, and visiting in- 
vestigators alike—who worked in the Museum.” 

Margaret Storey’s passing will leave a great void in the Museum 
staff. This writer always looked forward to visiting with her when 
on the Stanford Campus. I shall long remember my visit with her 
at the Museum in August of this year.
